2c The termination went off very smoothly and without any binds, due in 
large measure to the attitude and cooperation of KIBITZ— 15 and KIBITZ-l50o As soon 
as it was made clear that wo had to fold up the net, they set out to help us wind it 
up in the quickest manner possible by first contacting each agent, informing them 
that the Americana were withdrawing their support due to political reasons and there- 
fore required a secrecy agreement to bs signed by them, along with a few questions 
for the protection of their secrets© KIBITZ-35 and KIBITZ-150 ■ made arrangements for i 
our meetings with the individual agents and we debriefed them according to the above 
referenced piano They showed no bitterness, but only disappointment that their fight 
against Caummnism would be stymied by this action® j 




3o The reactions of the individual member a was very much the same© Each 
one accepted our explanation that we were withdrawing and that the work would cease, 
but practically all expressed disappointment that it would no longer continue® Soms 
were hesitant to sign their full name to the quit claim and receipt, but this was for 
reasons of personal security and not that they disagreed to the statements in the 
quit elaia® It should bs explained that Germans, after the exploitation of the war- 
time records by the Allies and after the Fragebogen, show a well-founded reluctance 
to affix their name to anything that might get them into trouble® They were other- 
wise very cooperative during their interviews® 

I 40 KIBITZ-150 was terminated on 12 Hay 1953 and with the approval of the 
DCOM, was given DM 3,0D0 o C0 and the Volkswagen vehicle which we had assigned to him© 
Hia future plans are at present uncertain, as it will take some time to find a 
suitable position® However, PBITZ-15 has Informed us that he was trying to work 
in a suitable position f£r KIBITZ-lJo in his firm® 
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So Duping too conduct of this tersilnation v* found no evidsnces that this 
operation vcso eaytoing other than tost its organizers cl&imsd It to too again j i 
foaztd too people to to etraightforaardc sincere* and cooperative psspltf* x&Xh* i 
motivated and Tilling to Trorfe© They espreoood tholr tdllingnooo to twk vith ns I 
in tto fntos?® should it to decided to r®mm the operation* ^3 pspted <m vwy ;
